The new President may be right, but 
there are going to be some bad dreams for 
a while. 

For the Watergate story is far from 
over. Its final chapters will be written by 
tme special prosecutor’s three grand juries 
In the chambers of Federal Judge John j! 
Sirica, in the halls of Congress, before dis- 
ciplinary committees of bar associations 
across the country, and in courtrooms 
sketching from Philadelphia to St. Paul to 
Los Angeles. 

And the concluding narrative will reach 
beyond the locked gates of La Casa Pacif- 
ica, where private citizen Richard Nixon 
can now devote his full time to mounting 
a defense against the charges to come. 

By resigning, Nixon has apparently suc- 
ceeded in heading off debate on the floor of 
Lne House and a trial on the floor of the 
Senate. But he has opened himself up to 
criminal charges, civil suits and the possibil- 
ity of being summoned as a witness in a 
large number of cases. 

He has also substantially weakened his 
claim of executive privilege over his White 
House tapes and greatly increased the pros- 
pect that many more of them may become 
public, possibly quite soon. 

Here is a look at Watergate to come.

They have been subpenaed for at least one 
other trial and are certain .to be the targets 
of subpenas in the flock of civil suits 
against agamst Nixon that are still to come. 
And Jaworski will certainly want more of 
th'em f or 'his. three grand juries. - -

The coverup trial of Haldeman, Ehrlich- 
man and Mitchell is scheduled to begin 
Sept 9. That date hardly, seems realistic, 
however, because the status of Nixon as 
a T V T e ClUzen casts the rtial in a new 
light. The grand jury may return a super- 
seding Indictment, adding Nixon as a'de- 
fendant; this would necessitate a de'av 
probably into 1975. If that is not done! 
either Jaworski or one of the defense 
lawyers may can Nixon as a witness, which 
would cause both sides to alter their stra- 
tegy for the trial.

T IMMUNITY 

Jaworski must make the decision -to In- 
diet Nixon because the tapes clearl, show 
him to be a participant In an obstruction of 
justice, or not to Indict him because lesigna- 
tion is a severe enough penalty. 

The pressures on Jaworski are enormous, 
and his decision— either way— will have 
monumental political ramifications. Many 
Republicans- would just as soon let the mat- 
. ter drop; many Democrats insist Niton be 
tried. The pollsters are already meesuring 
public opinion on the question. Jaworski can- 
not win he will be criticized either viay. 

CONGRESS 

Capitol Hill appears content— for the 
time being— to let Jaworski make the de- 
cision on whether to give Nixon immunity 
*rom prosecution. In this election vear. 
neither side seems ^ready for a long' and 
certainly bitter debate. 

But Watergate win stiU be a live issue 
in Congress. The House Judiciary Committee 
must yet file its final report on impeach- 
ment, and a significant number of Congress- 
men want it debated and voted on. to have 
the full House on record. 

In the Senate, a few members want to 
go on with an impeachment trial A few 
others-.w^nt to strip Nixon of his & >0,000- 


CIV1L SUITS 
There are already a handful of civil suits 
^connection with Watergate, and more are 
certain to come. While NLxon was President 

: fi f st J yt those post-presidency suits 
Tw med u Fndiy fa Philadelphia,' by a 
photographer named Kent Saldon. He is 
seeking $25 million and a decision' overturn! 
tog the results of the 1972 election. 

Other civil suits have been pending in the 
courts, some for almost two years. The 
Democrats settled their suit against the 
Committee to Reelect the President last 
week, but a $5 million suit by Spencer Oliver 
a Democrat whose phone inside the Water- 
gate complex was tapped, is still pending. 

So is a $2.8 million suit filed by Jans 
Fonda against the entire Executive Branch. 
She claims she was harassed by the Whits 
House. 

So are suits by two of the subjects of ths 
national security wiretaps— Morton Halperin 
and Anthony Lake. 

So Is a suit by lawyer Henry Rothbb.tt, 
who claims he Ls owed $113,500 in legal fees 
for the four Cuban-Americans caught Inslda 
the Watergate. He aLso Is seeking $10 mil- 
lion in damages from NLxon and nine others. 

DISBARMENT 

Nixon may face disbarment proceedings 
in New York and California. 

LIDDY AND THE 
BIG QUESTION 

And then there is G. Gordon LIddy. 
Liddy has been in jail for almost two yean 
now and faces the prospect of being then 
for 20 more. He has yet to say a word 
about Watergate. 

With last week’s release of three tapes7 
one of the overriding questions of Water- 
gate has been answered — what did ths 
President know and when did he know it 

With Liddy, the leader of the burglary 
team, rests the answer to the other ques- 
tion— why was there a Watergate break-in, 
just who ordered It and what were the 
burglars looking for? 

There is no reason to believe Liddv will 
stare talking. But very little of Watergate
